Things do not always run smoothly, however.

How- 
ever, the movement of a sinall levér puts things 
right again. Another trouble is the breaking 
of a film, on which the picture disappears from 
the scree, with a flash. Incredible though it 
may sound, the operator can cement the ends 
together again in thirty seconds. The effect 
of motion is produced by the kinema 
throwing upon the screen with great rapidity 
a succession of pictures each one o which shows 
a small advance in the motions of the objects 
and persons. In the taking of the film these 
motions are photographed also shade by shade 
in each tiny picture on the film, which is a 
strip of transparent pictures about one inch 
equare.

Gerald Byrne 
and Co.) for the prisoner, and I can only aay, on 
behalf of my client, I am glad of the course the 
Attorney-General has taken, and I am satisfied 
he has cxercised a wise diseretion. From the 
material on my brief, | came to the conclusion 
there was no case whatever against my client.

The reflection must now and then 
dawn upon a German that, if his Fleet 1s 
so powerful, it is very strange that not a 
single vessel of his country is afloat to- 
day. We have, indeed, gained all that 
Nelson gained at Trafalgar without the 
necessity of striking a blow. The Battle 
of Jutland proved that,’ vessel for vessel, 
the British Fleet is more than a match for 
its adversary. It is characteristic of the 
author that he dismisses the Navy in a 
single chapter, while he devotes no less 
than three chaptors to our military effort.

Kindersiey, of the National War Savings Com- 
mittee, says :—-Large numbers of those who are 
earn’ng money in what is known as war work, 
feel that having worked to help to win the war 
they are justified in spending money so earned 
as they Jonas This is a natural feeling hard 
to combat. Such persons do. not realise that 
unnecessary expenditure makes others work for 
them instead of for the war, thus nullifying the 
effect of their own good work. It is of vital 
importance at the present juncture that the 
nation as a whole should appreciate these facts. 
The only sound method of financing the war is 
from savings as a result of abstention from 
expenditure on unnecessary goods and services 
by individuals of the nation. The raising of 
money by any other means must of necessity 
lead to the inflation of currency. higher and 
higher prices, great hardship to the less well-to- 
do section of the community, to industrial un- 
rest, and consequent inefficiency in the conduct of 
ithe war adi to a grievous burden on the 
country for many years to come. We pride 
ourselves as a nation on the freedom of our in- 
stitutions, and rightly so; but we are apt to 
forget that freedom, like all other great gifts, 
carries with it great obligations, and the 
greatest of these to-day is self-control,

THE FIGHTING AT YPRES, 

The Expert French Commentator, writing on 
Thureday evening, says: 

Persistent bad weather still considerably 
impedes the operations in Flanders. Never- 
theless, it did not prevent the British, who 
yesterday had staggered a little beneath the 
shock o strong reactions, from recapturing in 
their integrity the positions which the cnemy 
had seized at the cost of bloody sacrifices. At 
the same time, our Allies had to break renewed 
German attempts at an offensive. The enemy 
is employing all his resources, if not to repair 
the results of the victorious Franco-British 
offensive, at least to limit its consequences. 

Many times he launched large effectives to 
the assault on the British front between St. 
Julien and the Ypres-Roulers Railway. 

The German losses were heavy, and gained no 
advantage for the enemy, who at no part suc- 
ceeded in making progress. 

In the French sector, the fire of our artillery 
stopped «a new attempted counter-attack by 
the Germans in the region of Bixachoote. 

Such is the character of the new battle which 
is only beginning and will be long. It is pro- 
bable it will show fluctuations, and even times 
of lull, to enable tho Allied troops to consolli- 
date themselves in the conquered positions, 
for the tactics of our Command consist of care- 
fully combined action without haste, and with 
yery careful preparation and successive sharp 
blows dealt at the proper hour. 


FIGHTING IN A QUAGMIRE. 
The Press Association's Speeial Correspondent 
with the British Army in France, telegraphing 
on August órd, says :-— i 
When I say that the weather since midday 
hes become worse than it haa yet been this 
week, and that the whole of the battle area is 
a veritable quegmire, I think I have about ex- 
hausted the current news. One shirks from even 
contemplating what existence is like in the 
lagoons and brimming rivuleta which were once 
shell craters and trenches. Wherever I ‘have 
sought news to-day I have met with much the 
same answer—Both sides éeem to be trying to

I have beard some further details of Tues- 
dav's fighting in the neighbourhood north-east 
of Ypres, where the Germans did some of their 
heaviest, counter-attacking, throwing in a new 
Division from reserve against our tried troops, 
and obliging us to withdraw in places to the 
cover of our gums.

In order to 
cover the movement of a large rearguard which 
was being hard pressed by superior numbers a 
body of men took up a post in the ruins of 
a farm, and engaged the enemy so heavily. with 
rife and Lewis gun fire that his advance was 
arrested.
